his prominent ego. Mussolini 
is not the man who can feel 
the bonds uniting a member 
to a political body; least of 
all the link which forms: the 
strength. and power ‘of any 
Socialist Party.

ig not the man who can feel 
the bonds uniting a member 
to'a political body; least of 
all the link which forms the 
strength and power of any 
Socialist Party.

Biographers at this point 
bpeak of Nietasche or Sorel.
